ness for factories, more jobs for 
owners of stocks and bonds, who 
mainly are rich 
people. 
Thus, 
the system works 
in

circle, 
starting out by taking more taxes 
from the rich and ending up by 
making their factories, their rail­ 
roads, their stocks 
and 
bonds 
more 
valuable. 
Everybody 
is 
benefited and everybody is happy 
except the rich who dearly hate 
to pay taxes even though they get 
back more than they put out. It 
does seem that those who 
have 
enough and to spare should 
be 
able to sec that it is better to pay 
taxes for old age pensions, pub­ 


lic works, highways 
and 
other 
things which scatter buying pow­ 
er among the people and stimu­ 
late selling power in every line 
of industry, thus making security 
for the rieh as well as the poor, 
than to have countless millions of 
Idle people permanently on pub­ 
lic relief rolls or trying to take 
by force what they 
must 
have 
for their actual needs.
